a cardinal mistake, as well as 6 failure to make

The appeal of the prairie provinces against the 
order of the Railway Commission, which invalided 
the Crow’s Nest Pass rate agreement, is before 
the Supreme Court of Canada, and it may be sup- 
posed that within a reasonably short time this 
prolonged controversy will be settled one way or 
the other. The crux of the argument is said to be 
whether or not the legislation embodying that 
ngreement between the Government and the 
C.P.R. js or is not & ‘‘snecial act’’ within the 
meaning of the words employed in the Railway 
Act. If so, the agreement stands. If not, the 
agreement is null and the Commission has the 
authority it claims to fix rates without regard to 
that arrangement. 

It is to be hoped, and supposed, that the Su- 
preme Court will hand down its decision before 
the coming session of Parliament is too far ad- 
vanced to make action by that body possible if 
it should be found necessary. The western prov- 
inces have not staked their fortunes entirely on 
the decision of the Court as to the legality of the 
action of the Commission. They have also appeal- 
ed to the Government to back up the principle 
that the agreement in question was a contract and 
still is one. Should the Supreme Court find the 
legislation deficient in giving the bargain that 
status, it will be for Parliament to amend the 
error. That such action would be taken in the cir- 
cumstances there is reason to suppose. In the 
judgment of unprejudiced parties there cannot be 
any doubt that Parliament supposed it was vali- 
dating and confirming a contract when it passed 
the legislation. Should the legislation be found 
faulty Parliament can hardly refuse to make it 
effective without creating the precedent that once 
a mistake is made in the framing of a law em- 
bodying an agreement the error and its conse- 
quences have to be regarded as eternal and be- 
youd remedy. 


RELIEF NOT WANTED. 

The city is not getting very much thanks for 
having established # wood pile where a needy man 
can go and earn the price of a mea! or a bed. 
Council on Monday heard what some of the un- 
employed think of the wood pile, and it was far 
from being complimentary or expressing grati- 
tude. The commentators were decidedly critica! 
of the arrangement. They did not like the loca- 
tion, They did not like the work They found 
the exposure very unpleasant during the cold 
deys last week. They said the saws were dull 
They claimed they could not make more than 
twelve and e half cents per hour at the job. They 
urged that work be provided of such character 
that they could draw a regular rate of pay, sey 
forty-five cents per hour. And the aldermen were 
informed that in England destitute men are given 
two meals per day, bed and bath, and only requir- 
¢d to work three hours per day in payment 

It may be said that these are excuses rather 
than reason for complaint. But they sh 
fundamenta) difference between the viewpoints 
of council and the critics. Council started the 
wood pile as a means of providing relief for men 
who were without work or money. But these sup- 
posed beneficiaries of the scheme do not want 
velief. They demand employment, of the regular 
kind and at the going rate of pay. The basis of 
that demand is the view that the city owes them 
e living, and ought to create work to their liking 
and pay wages satisfactory to them for doing it. 
The taxpayer is thus being given a close up of the 
socialistic idea, brought down from gencra! theory 
to detailed application. It is his business, accord- 
ing to this doctrine, to play the part of a foster 
parent to these adult wards, and a very indulgent 
parent at that. They must be free to come and go 
as they please, spend their earnings how they like, 
exercise all the rights and liberties of free-born 
and full-grown men; and when winter comes 1t is 
his duty to take them in and take care of them 
until spring comes or fancy leads them to shift 
to some other place. 

There has not been any lack of compassion on 
the part of council! or citizens for the man who 
has neither a job nor any means. Expenditures 
have bean undertaken which could heve been 


it ought to be clear to the spokesmen for the un- 
employed that they are taking the shortest and 
surest method of killing this sentiment of consid- 
eration for the idle outsider. The taxpayer of 
the city cannot be put im the position of being 
responsible for providing work and wages for 
anybody. He does that some times as an act of 
charity, but he will not do it as a matter of duty. 
The man who provides for himself and his family 
is doing a man’s part. To say that he must also 
make things easy for some other able-bodied chap 
who has no family to support is only inviting a 
direction. If what was said at Monday’s council 
meeting indicates the views of the unemployed 
outsiders toward the civic wood pile and relief 
measure in general, then the best thing council 
can do is abolish the wood pile, give these guests 
one full meal each, and then tell the police to run 
them out or run them in. When the soviet idea is 
enunciated in that way it is time to cal! the bluff.

Of this sum 65 per cent. went to living 
policy-holders, and only 85 per cent. to bene- 
ficiaries of dead ones.

Already Calgary has held public meetings and a large 
Gelegation ts already on the way to Ottawa in an at- 
tempt to have the capital of the new Western province 
now about to be formed placed at the southern city.
